The Senate then proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of the hill reported by lilair 
from the select Committee on

Suffrage on February 4, 1884, proposing an 
am endm ent to the Constitution extending 
the rights of suffrage to women, and was 
addressed by Blair in support of the bill. 
Dolph offered a resolution instructing the 
Committee on Fish and Fisheries to in­ 
quire and report as to the power of Con­ 
gress to legislate for the protection of food 
fishes in the rivers and navigable waters of 
the United States, and especially in rivers 
that form the boundaries between States ;

AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 


The Conference of Charities, now in ses­ 
sion in San Francisco, is a Convention of 
the highest importance, and can become of 
inestimable service to the State. If all 
time is not wasted in “ talk,” if precious 
moments are not monopolized by the theo­ 
rists who aim above the public thought, 
there can l>e immeasurable good done. The 
body is reported to be one of especial ex­ 
cellence and broadly representative. 
A chief end for attainment by these 
philanthropists should be agreement upon 
some system for mutual protection. As it 
is, there is practically no systematized 
mode of action; each charity moves inde­ 
pendently of all others, and thus there is 
a vast deal of duplication, cross purpose 
and over-lapping and wasting of work. 
W hat is needed is some protective union, 
not in any way to interfere with associa­ 
tion labors, hut rather to augment their 
results. 
Some system of union, in short, 
by the Free Masonry of which, so to speak, 
the premium upon poverty and idleness 
may he removed. 
This can lie done by 
central agencies in large population cen­ 
ters, accountable to one chief agency in 
San Francisco. 
Through these avenues 
only should any “ applicant” for relief l>e 
able to reach any of the charities or re­ 
ceive aid from private kindliness. 
To 
these agencies should be reported in detail 
every case of distress and of all relief af­ 
forded. 
Thus they will become reposi­ 
tories of the history of all charity activity 
in the land, and he able to note all misdi­ 
rection, imposture or uneconomic labor. 
It will be seen at a glance that such a 
system would absolutely prevent imposture 
and ferret out and drive to labor the shift­ 
less and unworthy willingly living upon 
public, private 
and 
association 
alms- 
Thousands of worthy poor are now refused 
aid because men will not take the risk in­ 
volved in being the almoners of their own 
alms, or aiding imposture by misdirected 
charities, while thousands of the unworthy 
are given aid by those who fear that 
in refusing they may reject real need. 
But with central systems maintained—at 
small cost—by all charities, there would 
soon be made and kept up a perfect census 
of the deserving poor, the vagrants and 
the imposters. 
Human beings who now 
sutler on rather than to appeal to societies 
or individuals directly, through these 
ageneies could make their wants known 
without humiliation. 
The traveling of 
the beggar and imposter class from city 
to city, and town to town, to glean in fresh 
fields, would by this system be utterly 
broken up, because every charity organ­ 
ization, every charitably-inclined person, 
would refer 
such 
leeches 
to 
these 
agencies for certification of worthiness, 
and thus be protected from imposture, 
since the agencies would be thoroughly 
mutual in their exchanges of information 
and warning of the movements of the im­ 
postors, such an army of whom now con­ 
sume the bread of the worthy poor. The 
agencies would not at all interfere with 
the specific work of any association charity, 
but would prove aids to all such by certify­ 
ing applicants for relief to those u¡ion 
whom their claims would most directly 
fall, and cf whom they might other­ 
wise have no knowledge. 
All this is merest outline of a possible 
economic and feasible scheme that will 
cost the charity associations but a nomi­ 
nal sum each to maintain, and by which 
the vast number of professional mentli- 
cr.mts can l>e utterly driven out of idle­ 
ness, and the alms wasted upon them be 
wholly saved. 
Another important matter for the Con. 
ferenee to consider is the subject of labor 
for the dependent poor. 
It ought to be 
of one mind in'resolving that all labor 
for the able-bodied class, given as pure 
charity, should be extremely distasteful 
and uninviting. 
For the tramp and able­ 
bodied poor a labor test is absolutely 
necessary, and it must be disagreeable and 
under-paid, as Miss Lowell in her admir­ 
able monograph lias so clearly demon­ 
strated. It is the best of all methods for 
helping people to help themselves, and 
does not deprive the working non-depend­ 
ent class of wage earnings due them. 
It 
will the soonest remove the congestion of 
workers which poverty among the worthy 
able-bodied always typifies, for -it will 
eliminate the unworthy from competition 
with them, and bring the former to deserve 
permanent employment, or punish them 
for their deceit nnd laziness. 
This policy of labor test and underpaid 
and disagreeable work 
the conference 
should strongly present to the State and 
the several 
counties, for, as we last 
spring pointed out, applied in counties to 
tramps and vagrants it will clear the 
country of them without one whit inter­ 


fering with the opportunities of the ; 
worthy poor to earn wages. 
It would be 
public economy for each county to set 
apart a fund for the express purpose of 
putting at disagreeable and underpaid 
work—yet yielding food and shelter— 
every able-bodied beggar, every member of 
the tramp family. Such a system would 
free the people from what is now an intol­ 
erable nuisance. 
The momentous questions of the pre­ 
vention of crime, the lessening of vicious 
influences, and the decreasing of the char­ 
ity wards of the State, now over 11,000 in 
number in various State institutions, are 
before Jt’ie conference, and we shall expect 
wise expression after mature leliberation. 
More than that, we hav" a right to expect 
something to lie put afoot looking to ap­ 
plications of remedies and the removal of 
causes. The rapid growth of mendicancy 
and crime, and dependency upon State and 
community charity, are becoming more 
and more menacing, and are not to be 
cured by resolution. 
They cannot be 
longer ignored by this people. 
Our legis­ 
lation on the subjects is at fault. 
We 
have had too much of it in some direc­ 
tions, not enough in others, and in no case 
the statute book discloses, has there been 
the best and most economic legislation 
upon charities. 
Keally there is grave 
matter enough to engage the attention of 
the conference day and night for a month. 
But all the deliberations and reports of 
facts must be crowded into a few days, and 
the fear is therefore 
reasonable 
that 
scarcely more will be ac.ximplished than 
the passage of resolutions, as expressions 
sound 
enough, hut not having 
ex­ 
ecutory power, or backed by definite, active 
movement 
to 
make 
them eventually 
effective.

A member of the Board of Freeholders 
in San Francisco, which body is consider­ 
ing provisions of a new charter for the 
metropolis, announces that when the ar­ 
ticle on licenses is reached he will move to 
abolish all licenses except for occupations 
prejudicial to health or morals. As a 
general principle he is right in this. W hy 
should men be specially taxed for the 
privilege of conducting a proper and neces­ 
sary business ? llow are the people bene- 
fitted by such a system of taxation ? So 
far as revenue is concerned, it is hut a 
shifting of methods of distribution, for 
business must visit the whole cost of its 
maintenance upon the consumer. Prob­ 
ably Mr. McRuer justifies the exceptions 
he proposes to make to the exemption 
from license tax, by the plea of “ neces­ 
sity.” 
Certainly he cannot mean to in­ 
clude in the exceptional classes manufact­ 
ures that are prejudicial to the health of 
those residing near them, as acid factories, 
chemical 
works, slaughter-houses, etc., 
since all such can, by regulation and loca­ 
tion, be made comparatively uninjurions, 
and because they are absolutely necessary 
to society. H e must, therefore, include 
in the excepted list only such places 
as low dance-cellars, dives, disreputable 
melodeons, etc. 
The question thereupon 
suggests itself whether a community can 
find any excuse whatever in the plea of 
“ necessity ” for legitimatizing the class of 
places that have their inception, practice 
and end in crime and immorality? W hat 
necessity can be conceived of for the exist­ 
ence, licensed or unlicensed, of the Bar- 
bary Coast dives, where rank poison is 
sold under the guise of liquor; where men 
are drugged, robbed or lured to their 
ru in ; where crime is planned and exe­ 
cuted, and where the worst forms of vicious­ 
ness find the broadest field for activity ? 
W hat necessity can exist in any com­ 
munity for the licensing of the so-called 
melodeons and indecent variety and con­ 
cert halls which have immoral tendencies ? 
This plea of “ necessity,” grounded on the 
assumption of the inability of society to 
grapple with vice, has been the cover to 
all manner of community weaknesses; the 
comfortable excuse of citizenship for fail­ 
ure to do what it may to make the prac­ 
tice of our social system conform to the 
declaration of its laws. So long as we ad­ 
mit that it is politic to share the profits of 
certain forms of crime, so long will we be 
estopped, in good morals, from objecting to 
such crime. To be consistent, a com­ 
munity that sets up this doctrine of “ ne­ 
cessity ” should not insist upon punish­ 
ment for crime committed under the 
license. 
To put the city of San Francisco 
on the right basis in this matter, let Mr. 
McKuer go a step beyond his present con­ 
ception of good government and provide 
for no affirmative “ perm its” to open and 
maintain the sinks of iniquity, and at the 
same time provide for the rigid enforce­ 
ment of municipal regulations that will 
tend to work the extinction of the low 
dens that, it Is claimed, give at least a 
seeming of excuse to the plea of necessity. 


T he Boston Journal says there are 35,000 
Eastern excursionists booked for a visit to 
the Los Angeles section this winter. This 
is probably an over estimate. 
But. sup­ 
pose but two-thirds or half t hat number 
come, what gains must not Los Angeles 
reap? If we would see a similar “ boom” 
up this way, let us.profit by example, re­ 
membering that the worst economy is that 
which spends nothing. It would be well 
to ponder on whatsoever truth there may 
be in this remark, made to us recently by 
a keen observer, who is a resident of all 
parts of the State: “ Oh,yes, you have 
the best end of tiie State, by all odds; but 
you must know that the difference between 
your methods of making the fact known 
and those employed by the southern people 
make all tiie difference in result imagin­ 
able. Up here, if some one proposes a 
scheme for the attainment of the desired 
end, all hands stand off and begin to ask, 
* W hat’s he going to make, what’s he after; 
what is his motive, anyhow; better look 
sharp, he’s going to feather his nest!’ Now, 
down south, when one proposes a scheme, 
before he can turn round half the people 
have got hold of him, struggling with each 
other to see who shall get in with him 
first.” 
There is some force in this rather 
flat-footed way of putting it—enough to 
command respect and induce reflection. 


Q u o t in g tiie R e c o r d -U n to n’s reflec­ 
tions on the potency for evil of the vicious 
prints and publications of the day and the 
fruitful source they are of crime, debaucli- 
! cry, degraded youth and ruined homes, the 
Nevada Herald says: 
To every lice and every word of which we 
shout a loud " amen!” Impure literature is a 
moral upas tree, which exhales deadly, poison­ 
ous vapors, and destroys all moral life within 
reach ef its influence. By impure literature we 
do not mean only those vile, obscene and fllthr 
creations em anating from the lowest depths of 
criminal depravity, and properly placed under 
the ban of the law. We ine.ude all classes of 
flash and trashy literature, whose object is to 
gratify the gross and abnormal appetite for the 
sensational, and to excite the imagination of the 
young, and tempt them to forbidden fields. The 
dime novel, the sensational story paper, the 
Police Gazette, are all com iptois of good morals, 
and are published in the interests of vice and 
crime. Even ihe dsilv press, containing all the 
disgusting and revolting details of crime and 
scandal, are blamable. and so far as this par­ 
ticular feature is concerned, are included in the 
category of impure literature. 


C old-blooded A tte m p t a t M urder in 
A rizona. 
N ogai.es, December 8th.— One of the 
most cold-blooded attempt-' at m urder ever 
comm itted in this place occurred yesterday 
about 4 o'clock at the United States Custom 
house. 
Denny M. Kalilar, Agent for the 
New Mexico and Arizona Railroad, went to 
the Custom-house for the purpose of pay 
ing duties on some oranges. 
After a few 
rem arks with the Deputy Collector, W ilson 
B. E. Hambleton. a mounted Inspector of 
Customs, arose from his chair and re­ 
marked : “ Kahlar, you have been making 
nasty rem arks about m e!” K ahlar replied. 
“ Ham bleton, if I have said anything about 
you that is not true, I will take it back and 
sincerely beg your pardon. 
But if what I 
have said is true, I retract nothing, and 
everything goes ” 
Upon this Hambleton 
struck Kahlar. knocking him backward. 
As K ahlar was recovering Irom the blow, 
Ham bleton stepped back and fired, the ball 
entering K ahlar's left side between the 
sixth and seventh ribs, and pasing through 
the lower part of the left lung, made its 
exit about an inch to the left of the spinal 
column, carrying with it portions of the 
spinal column. A large crowd soon gath 
ered, and the injured m an was removed to 
his room in the depot, and two doctors 
called in, who pronounced the wound 
probably fatal. 


THREATS OF LYNCH ING. 
Ham bleton was im m ediately arrested, 
heavily ironed and a guard of five men 
placed over him in the Occidental. 
Knots 
of men gathered upon the streets, advocat­ 
ing the lynching of Ham bleton in case of 
K ahlar's death. Reports of a probable at­ 
tem pt at lynching reaching the officers' 
ears, they took the prisoner by private con­ 
veyance to Tucson last night.

N a tu ra l Science an d th e S u p ern atu ral. 
One of the latest phases of the religions 
thought of the tim es seems to be a desire 
to get rid of, or to explain away, the super­ 
natural—at least to reclaim and domesti­ 
cate it and convince m ankind that it is not 
the irresponsible outlaw we have so long 
been led to suppose—a desire nearly as 
marked in the theology as in the science of 
the dav. Thus, the Bishop of Exeter (Dr. 
Temple), in his Bampton Lectures of 1884, 
on the “ Relations between Religion and 
Science,” upholds the belief in miracles, 
w ithout calling to his aid the belief in the 
supernatural as the word is commonly 
used. A miracle, he urges, may be oniv 
some phase of the natural not yet under­ 
stood ; the turning of water into wine by 
word of command, or the miracle of the 
loaves and fishes, m ay have been accom­ 
plished by the exercise of some power over 
Nature which is perfectly scientific, but of 
which man as yet has imperfect control. 
And the Duke of Argyll, in his “ Reign 
of Law.” cautions us against assigning an 
event or a phenomenon to the agency of 
the supernatural until we are quite sure we 
understand the lim its of the natural—the 
natural may reach far enough to include 
all that we have commonly called the su­ 
pernatural. T helatest considerable attempt 
in this direction is furnished by the work 
of Professor IlenryD rum m ond on “ Natu­ 
ral Law in the Spiritual W orld,” a work 
which undertakes to demonstrate the nat­ 
uralness of the supernatural, or theoueness 
of religion and biology. 
Butler, in his “ Analogy,” says that there 
is no “ absurdity In supposing that there 
may be beings in the universe whose ca­ 
pacity and knowledge and views may be 
so extensive as that the wholeChristian dis­ 
pensation may to them appear n a tu ra l; 
that is, analogous or conformable to God's 
dealings with other parts of his creation; 
as natural as the visible known course of 
things appears to us.” 
Such a being seems actually to have ap­ 
peared in the person of this Scotch profes­ 
sor. The “ whole Christian dispensation” 
is to him little more than a question of ex­ 
perim ental science; the conversion of Paul 
is as natural and explicable a process to 
him as the hatching of an egg, or the 
sprouting of a kernel of corn. 
“ Religion,” 
he says, “ is no dishelvcd mass of aspira­ 
tion, prayer and faith. There is no more 
mystery in religion as to its process than in 
biology.”—John Burroughs in Popular Sci- 


A re M onkeys M im ics? 
The authority of scripture (1 Kings, x., 
22) w arrants the belief that 
monkeys 
formed an article of commerce as m uch as 
twenty-eight centuries ago. so that no lack 
of tim e can have prevented us from study­ 
ing the habits of our four-handed relatives: 
yet it would hardly be an over-estimate to 
say that 999 of a 1,000 men persist in the 
belief that m onkeys have a passion for im ­ 
itating the actions of their two-handed 
kinsmen ; that, for instance, an ape, seeing 
his m aster shave himself, would take the 
first opportunity to get hold of a razor and 
I rape or cut his own throat. How could 
that idea ever survive this age of zoological 
gardens? 
Marcu3 Aurelius held that the 
sum of ail ethics was the rule to “ love 
truth and justice, and live w ithout anger, 
in the m idst of anger and unjust m en.” 
Yet the occupation of a m onkey-trainer 
would put that tolerance to a severe test. 
W ith an intelligence surpassing that of 
the most intelligent dog, a m onkey com­ 
bines an ultra-m ulisli degree of obstinacy, 
and, rather than im itate the demonstrative 
m anipulations of the kindest instructor, he 
will sham fear, sham lameness, sham heart- 
disease, and generally wind up by falling 
down in a sham fit of epileptic convulsions. 
1 have owned m onkeys of a t least twenty 
different species, and have never been able 
to discover the slightest traces of that sup­ 
posed penchant for mimicry. A boy may 
take off bis bat and turn a thousand 
somersets, Jacko will watch the phenom e­ 
non only with a view to getting his fingers 
into the Dockets of the unguarded coat. 
Lift up your hand a hundred times, Jacko 
will witness the proceeding w ith calm in­ 
difference, unless a more emphatic repeti­ 
tion of the m aneuver should make him 
duck his head to dodge an anticipated blow. 
He has no desire to follow any hum an pre 
cedents whatever, and the apparent excep­ 
tions from that rule are, on his part, wholly 
unintentional and merely a natural result 
of anatom ical analogies. An angry ham a- 
dryas baboon, for instance, will strike 
the 
ground 
with 
his 
fist, 
not 
be­ 
cause any Christian visitors have ever 
set him that had example, but because 
his forefathers have thus for ages vented 
their w rath on the rocks of the Nubian 
highlands. 
A capuchin monkey will pick 
huckleberries with his fingers, not in def­ 
erence to civilized customs, hut because his 
fingers are deft and long, and his jaw s very 
short. 
Nay, that sam e capuchin monkey*, 
admitted to a seat at the breakfast table of 
a punctilious family, would be apt to show 
his contem pt of Court by sticking his head 
in the pudding dish. 
The compulsive 
methods of professional trainers may mod­ 
ify that perversity, but during recess there- 
deemed four-hander is sure to drop his 
mask, and unlike a trained dog. will never 
volunteer the performance of a popular 
trick.—Dr. Felix L. Oswald. 


In g en io u s ¡Smuggling. 
A New Y'ork correspondent of the Inde­ 
pendent Statesman, referring to the smug­ 
gling of precious stones into that port, 
say s: The recent sale of smuggled dia­ 
monds was the largest in the Custom House 
record, and shows the audacity with which 
this fraud is practiced. The method is 
very' ingenious, and the system has been so 
welt arranged tbat our officials have been 
compelled to employ spies in foreign ports, 
who telegraph the departure of suspected 
persons. As soon as the latter arrive they 
are taken to the searcher bureau in the 
Custom House where clothing is searched 
even to the seam, and sometimes the heel 
of the boots are removed to see if they be 
not hollow. Even the hair is combed, and 
if a wig be worn it isthorouglily examined. 
In one instance a passengrr by one of the 
Cunard steamers had $10,000 worth of 
precious stones concealed in the lining of 
his boots which were discovered and con­ 
fiscated. This m an was a dealer in these 
articles, and was determined to continue 
in the traffic. In a short time he went 
again to London, and soon returned, On 
this occasion he was closely searched, but 
nothing was found. 
As soon as he was 
released he went back to the steamer and 
carried off'a large quantity of diamonds he 
had secreted in his rocm. 
Some time ago the authorities received 
notice of the departure of a notorious dia­ 
m ond smuggler from Europe for this port. 
On his arrival he was taken to the search­ 
er’s bureau and thoroughly examined. 
In 
his pocket-book was an invoice of eighteen 
precious stones, and his clothes were exam ­ 
ined, each garm ent by itself. The officers 
were gratified to discover the precious num ­ 
ber mentioned in the invoice, and allowed 
the man to depart. 
W hen he went home 
he removed a plaster from his back, in the 
ridges of which he bad concealed the true 
diamonds, those discovered being merely 
imitation, placed there in order to deceive. 
The ingenuity with which these frauds 
have been practiced has aroused still closer 
search, and one of the results is the seizure 
of the last m entioned invoice.

John F. Osborn, an Englishm an, 40 years 
of age, was found dead in his bed Tuesday 
m orning at Tubbs’ Hotel, Oakland. An au­ 
topsy showed that the cause ot death was 
fatty degeneration of the heart. 
The special proceedings commenced in 
the Superior Court at the instance of John 
D. Siebe, for a recounting of the vote cast 
for Assessor at the late election, were 
opened yesterday in 
Departm ent Five, 
Judge W ilson presiding. 
The m other of the long-lost Artie Fraser 
made anoiher exam ination of the skeleton 
which was found by some boys last Sunday 
partly buried in the mild on the Potrero 
fiats near Long Bridge, and has come to the 
conclusion that the rem ains are those of 
her lost boy. 
The case of Alexander Goldenson came 
up again yesterday before Judge Murphy, 
on the motion m ade by defendant s coun­ 
sel, last week, fur a change of venue and 
for the appointm ent of a commission to 
take testimony as to the sanity of relatives 
of the prisoner in Russia, New York and 
Colorado. The motion was denied. 
A. Steffanoni, a jeweler, of Oakland, re­ 
cently exhibited in his window some neck­ 
laces and earrings made of m uskm elon 
seeds and steel beads. One m orning a 
necklace was missing. The next m orning 
three earrings and another necklace were 
missing. The jew eler searched the window 
and found a rat hole in one corner. Under­ 
neath the window shelf was a pile of steel 
beads and cracked melon seeds. Near this 
pile were the tags to show the value of the 
trinkets the rat had destroyed. 
A sailor, George Burchell, fell into the 
bay off Spear-street wliarf, Tuesday even­ 
ing, while intoxicated. 
lie fell just astern 
of the British ship Hartfield. 
When the 
cries of the man were heard from the cabin 
of the Hartfield Captain Thomson went on 
deck, and seeing the m an in a precarious 
position, took a rope, jumped overboard, 
and finally saved the m an's life.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A rrested and R elea sed . 
Deputy United States M arshal Hopkins, 
who w ent to Roseville on Tuesday to arrest 
tw o Chinam en, named Ah Hong and Ah 
Ok, for violating the United States revenue 
law, as m entioned in yesterday’s R ecord- 
U kion, brought back from that place only 
one oí the Celestials, Ah Hong, who is ac­ 
cused of having cigars in his possession 
upon which the tax had not been paid. 
Ah Ok, who is charged with using second­ 
hand cigar boxes to contain unstam ped 
cigars, could not be found. H ong was 
taken before Commissioner Bugbey yester­ 
day afternoon, and it was developed that 
he had obtained the illegitimate cigars, 
found in his room on a ranch where he 
worked, from All Ok. H e claimed that he 
bought the cigars in good faith, and, as 
there was no evidence to the contrary, he 
was discharged. 
Ah Ok procured' the 
cigars from Ah Coon’s factory, on I street, 
near Third, and that establishm ent was 
seized by Internal Revenue Collector Bar­ 
nett when the irregularity of its proceed­ 
ings was first brought to his attention. 
The factory has since been released, how­ 
ever, pending a proposition made by its 
owner for a compromise, which has been 
subm itted to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. 


D e a th o f a P rin ter a n d P u b lish er. 
The W oodland Mail has the following 
reference to the decease of a well-known 
printer and publisher, for several years a 
resident of Sacramento, and at different 
times employed upon newspapers in San 
Francisco: 
‘ On Saturday, December 4, 
1886, there died near Davisville a man who 
has ligrired quite prom inently in the jour­ 
nalistic history of Yolo county. T hai man 
was W . L. Jeinigan. H e was one of the 
old pioneer residents. 
A bout trie 1st of 
June, 1857, Mr. Jernigan started the first 
paper ever published in the county, known 
as the Yolo Democrat, with Sam Ituland as 
editor. 
After running it for some tim e it 
passed into the hands of S. W . Ravely, and 
and was removed to K nights Landing, 
was known as the K nights Landing .Yews, 
and was run there until brought to W ood­ 
land and started as the W oodland Democrat. 
M r. Jernigan has been living for some time 
near Davisville on a little ranch, where he 
spent his declining years. He has been suf­ 
fering for some tim e with that dread dis­ 
ease consum ption. 
Mr. Jernigan leaves 
one brother and three sisters in the East, 
and a father, who lives in Florence, Italy. 
H is funeral took place Monday, December 
6th, and was quite largely attended.”

R ook in g for H is W ife. 
The Vallejo Chronicle of the 7th inst. has 
the following: 
“ W hen 
the Southern 
Pacific train arrived at Vallejo Junction 
this m orning one of the passengers to get 
off thereat was Ah Gong, a tall, good- 
looking representative of China, versed in 
the English language above the average of 
his race. Gong is from the Ü. S. S. Ranger, 
and cam e to this city in search of Lis wife, 
or rather to get information by which he 
could trace up her whereabouts. 
W hen he 
came aboard the Julia he was recognized as 
the husband of the woman who a few 
weeks ago was taken from a Chinese wash­ 
house in this city by some officers to Sac­ 
ramento, on the pretext 
that she was 
wanted on a charge of having stolen some 
jewelrv and other articles, but who, every­ 
body ’is forced to believe, was kidnaped, 
the trum ped up charge against her being a 
part of the plot. Gong was at sea on the 
Ranger, and was notified by m ail of what 
had transpired, and of the fact that his 
life companion had been spirited away, 
and by him likely never more to be seen. 
Gong told his story to the officers on board, 
who had a great fancy for him. They 
made up a purse for him, gave him a 
m onth’s leave of absence, and instructed 
him to secure all necessary aid to find his 
wife. Gong arrived in San Diego on the 
5th, and came direct to Vallejo. 
He has 
not m uch hope of finding her, but would 
like to meet tne Chinaman who took her 
away. W hen he left here on the Ranger 
he gave his wife 8100, besides jewelry, etc., 
and the loss of this also he mourns.” 
Some of the Sacramento Chinamen, not 
particularly interested in the case, have 
stated rela’tive to this woman that if she 
was stolen she was a party to the theft, in­ 
tim ating that she was willing to leave her 
husband, Ah Gong. She may, of course, 
have been intim idated before she went into 
Court, and made to promise to remain here; 
but after the case had been examined, re­ 
sulting in her being discharged, Rev. Mr. 
Masters, of the San Francisco Mission, ex­ 
plained to her that she could go with who­ 
ever she desired, and offered to take her 
back with him to Vallejo that afternoon, 
but she declined, saying that she would 
stay w ith her uncle or brother-in-law and 
return to Vallejo next morning. She went 
away, apparently of her own freewill, with 
the Chinaman claiming to be her relative. 
She disappeared very peculiarly directly 
afterwards, however, and when her friends 
from Vallejo endeavored to find her by 
means of a habeas corpus, they were un­ 
successful. 
It was subsequently reported 
th at she had been taken out of the State. 
There is a reward of $300 by Ah Gong’s 
friends for her recovery. The steps taken 
to get her here from Vallejo were the same 
as had been adopted in scores of cases pre­ 
viously. when it was proposed by the 
Celestial “ toughs” to steal a woman. It 
does not seem likely, if she was willing to 
be stolen, that she would have left her 
clothing, jewelry, and other articles of 
value, easily taken with her, at her home 
in Vallejo when she came away. 
Officer Glennon came up from San F ran­ 
cisco last evening, accompanied by Ah 
Gong, on a search for the latter’s wife, hav­ 
ing habeas corpus papers from the Superior 
Court of San Francisco for her appearance 
before that tribunal next Saturday. The 
officer m ust have got some intim ation as to 
her whereabouts after his arrival here, as 
he leaves w ith Gong for San Jose this 
m orning.

I n t e r e s tin g to C .tttle O w n e r s . 
A Recokd-Union reporter, in conversa­ 
tion w ith W . F . Cutler, the well-known 
veterinary surgeon, a few days since, re­ 
ferred to a disease which has proved fatal to 
many cattle in this State, and in some 
localities its attacks have been so frequent 
that it was believed an epidemic was pre­ 
vailing among the animals, and the deaths 
were attributed to the disease known as 
“ blackleg.” The doctor rem arked that it 
certainly had been confounded with black­ 
leg by some practitioners and m any of the 
most experienced breeders, but it is prop­ 
erly designated as the distomatose (Distoma 
hypa icum). He said : “ The disease attacks 
the liver ot 
the 
anim al, and 
calves 
under 
two 
years 
of 
age 
die 
in 
greater 
num ber 
than 
old 
cattle. 
Some 
appear 
as 
if 
affected 
by 
a 
kind 
of 
epizootic. 
If 
a 
post 
mortem exam ination of a dead anim al is 
made the distóme can be observed in the 
liver by the aid of a powerful magnifying 
glass or microscope, in the nature of a cor­ 
puscle of elliptic form and yellow-greenish 
color, and of a granulated appearance. To 
test whether the living anim al is afflicted 
with the disease, a portion of the excrement 
should be washed in filtered water to re­ 
move the vegetable m atter, and then the 
eggs of the distóme can be detected witli a 
glass if the anim al is affected. 
W hen first 
attacked the anim al does not show much 
indisposition ; hut after one or two m onths 
it seems to waste away suddenly, loses its 
appetite and deatii soon follows without 
any apparent cause. 
It is mostly during 
the spring and fall that the disease is 
prevalent, and it is attributable to the 
poor (juality of the grass affected by fogs 
and dew and subject to yearly overflow. 
W et weather seems to be the best suited 
for the hatching of the eggs, and to their 
transmission to the digestive organs of the 
cattle that drink the water or eat the grass 
that is infested. The disease is deadly if 
neglected, but yet it is very easy to cure. 
To remedy the evil, remove the anim als to 
dry land, give them clear, pure water and 
good food, and feed the sick on the follow­ 
ing m ixture : Ground wheat or barley, 2 
pounds ; ground oats, 4 pounds ; powdered 
sulphate of iron, J pound ; bicarbonate of 
soda, i pound ; common salt, j pound. 
Mix into a dough and bake in the oven. 
Give one pound m orningand night. Some­ 
times it is desirable to mix w ith a little 
bran.”

Strik e •ot th e S u tter-street R ailroad E m ­ 
p lo y es. 
■San Francisco Bulletin, December 8th.] 
No cars were running on the Sutter-street 
cable road to-day on either the main or 
branch lines. 
-V committee of the em­ 
ployes watted on Superintendent McCord 
iast evening and submitted the following : 
San F rancisco, December 6 ,1886. 
To the Superintendent and Directors qf the Sutter- 
street Railroad Company—Snts: We. the employes 
of the Sutter-street Railroad Company, do here­ 
by respectfully demand : 
First—That the engineers, drivers and con­ 
ductors receive SC 50 per day and that twelve 
hours constitute a day’s work, with ample time 
for meals. 
Second—That the hostlers receive «60 per 
mouth. 
Third—That men the longest in the employ of 
the company lie given the preference of early 
and meal reliefs. 
Fourth—That the relief lately given to Mr. 
Faught be given to the oldest hand who has de­ 
ported himself properly and is thereby entitled 
to the same. 
And we further respectfully request that a de­ 
cided answer be given w ithin forty-eight hours 
irom the time of presentation of this document. 
Yours respectfully. 
Employes St tter-stp.eet K. K. Co. 
Sir. McCord said to the committee that 
the demand would not be complied with. 
The committee then notified all the line 
employes that a tie-up would begin tliis 
morning. 
The engine was started this 
morniDg at the usual hour to enable the 
first car to go out at 5:2(1. Xo one appeared 
to run that car or succeeding cars. The 
firemen did not come on duty. The en­ 
gineer ran the machinery without any cars 
out until 10 o’clock, as reported at the 
otlice.and then shut down. 
I t was evident 
before that honr that a tie-up had been 
begun, and neither cable nor horse-cars 
on the line were taken out. 
The employes of the road gathered in the 
vicinity of the company’s offices. The fol­ 
lowing notice was posted up on the side of 
the building and on the window of the 
cashier’s office: 
Notice—All employes oí the Sutter-street Rail­ 
road Company failing to report for duty by 6 P. 
M . Wednesday, December 8th,-will call at the 
office Thursday, December 9th, at 10 a. m. and 
receive their pay in full and security deposits. 
By order, 
J ames McCord, Superintendent. 


A M EETING OF CARMEN. 
As on other lines employes of the Sutter- 
street road make a deposit when they are 
employed. 
The conductors deposit S25 
each and the gripmen $10 each. The de­ 
posit remains during the term of employ­ 
ment. A meeting of employes was held 
this forenoon at the corner of Mason and 
O’Farrell streets, L. C. Wynegar presiding. 
At this session the condition of affairs was 
discussed, and it was decided not to with­ 
draw the deposits alluded to in Superin­ 
tendent McCord’s notice, as to withdraw 
them was considered by the men equiva­ 
lent to an acknowledgment that they .were 
discharged. 11 was decided to hold another 
meeting this evening. 
Around the car-house and offices of the 
road on Sutter stftet there was no disturb­ 
ance this forenoon. Four policemen ap­ 
peared on the scene about noon, but found 
nothing to do. While the session was in 
progress at the corner of Mason and O’Far­ 
rell streets, a committee occupied a corner 
near the offices of the roaci. where they 
could see all persons who entered or went 
away from the railroad building. They 
expressed confidence that they would win 
and that the road would accede to their 
demands. They said also that they con­ 
sidered the notice posted by Superintend­ 
ent McCord’s orders to be “ simply a bluff.” 


A STATEMENT OF TH E SITUATION. 
In the office the condition of affairs was 
stated to be about as follows: Two hun­ 
dred men employed on the line as gripmen, 
conductors and drivers had left their work. 
Of these 130 were regulars and 70 were ex­ 
tra men, who work when the regulars are 
off duty or in other emergencies. There are 
also 15 hostlers and 2 firemen out. All are 
paid by the day, and their money is ready 
for them every morning before they work 
when they report on duty. 
There had not 
been any previous notification of dissatis­ 
faction and of an intention to quit. 
It. F. Morrow, of the Board of Directors, 
supplemented this statement with the fol­ 
lowing : “No complaint or demand has 
been submitted to the Board of Directors. 
The employes came last night and made a 
demand on Mr. McCord that their wages 
should be raised to $2 50 per dag, and that 
the hours should be twelve hours per day. 
They also asked that the Assistant Super­ 
intendent, Mr. S .vett, should he discharged. 
In other words, they want to run the road. 
There was no intimation until last night 
that the demands would be made. The 
Board of Directors lias not met to-day. and 
I don’t know when a meeting will be' held, 
but the Board would certainly deny each of 
the demands.” 


ALL QU IET ON O TH EE LIN ES AT NOON. 
Sutter street looked comparatively de­ 
serted with thestoppage of thecars. Passen­ 
gers took parallel lines, 
which reaped 
something of a harvest, the rain increasing 
the travel in addition to the traffic diverted 
from Sutter street. There was no strike on 
any other line up to noon, and nothing to 
indicate one. The Sutter-street employes 
reported that offers of assistance ha J been 
tendered by employes of other lines should 
such assistance be needed. 


Y e s te r d a y ’s S to c k M a r k e t. 
[3. F. Post, December 8th.1 
The excitement in the stock market 
abated considerably this morning. Com­ 
pared with some of the sessions which have 
been held during the eventful times of the 
past two weeks, it was as calm at the 9:30 
session as the surface of a mill pond, and 
yet the volume of business among the 
brokers, though diminished, was about all 
that they could comfortably attend to. The 
short interest, which was tremendous a 
few days ago, did not figure at all in the 
market this morning, having been almost 
throttled, and that is perhaps a reason why 
the market was so much quieter. Prices at 
the opening, with a few exceptions, were 
not so well sustained in the Comstock list 
as they were during the reaction yesterday 
afternoon. Some of the stocks, notably 
Uphir, had a very sharp drop in propor­ 
tion to what they are rated. The weakness 
of the market, however, was not alarming 
to operators of good judgment, and they 
said it was fully expected by them. 
Ac­ 
cording to their views the market was hav­ 
ing a sort of breathing spell, after its exer­ 
tions—in fact, it bed not yet gone through 
the period of liquidation'.
